A. Hearst say s he is worried that his 
kidnap ed dau ghter Patricia cou ld get 
killed du ring a rescu e attemp t by the 
FBI. 
“I know I cannot control the FBI, bu t 
I certainly hop e that ev en if they know 
where Patty is they will not go in with 
gu ns blazing and get my dau ghter 
killed,” he said in an interv iew here 
Friday . 
Bu t Hearst added that he and the 
FBI hav e reached agreement that any 
p olice action which might endanger 
Patricia wou ld be av oided. 
“Ou r absence from the United States 
shou ld not be constru ed by the FBI as 
an ex cu se to do any thing which wou ld 
endanger the life or well being of 
Patty ,” said the p resident and editor of 
the San Francisco Ex aminer. 
Miss H earst, 20, was dragged 
screaming by kidnap ers from her 
Berkeley , Calif., ap artment on Feb. 4. 
Two months later, after her p arents 
had organized a massiv e food giv eway 
in resp onse to the kidnap ers* demands, 
Patricia said in a tap ed message that 
she had joined the Sy mbionese 
liberation Army which abdu cted her. 
The Hearsts hav e said they believ e 
the tap e recording was made u nder 
du ress.

On Friday the 7 6 -y ear-old p ontiff 
brav ed a chilly , windy ev ening as he 
made his annu al Way of the Cross 
p ilgrimage on Rome’s Palatine Hill. 
Pop e Pau l had been adv ised by 
doctors to cu t back his Holy Week 
schedu led following two recent bou ts 
with influ enza, bu t he insisted on 
taking p art in the hou r-long ou tdoor 
ceremony . 
Howev er, he p assed u p traditional 
Good Friday serv ices in St. Peter’s 
and Vatican officials said he will not 
attend the Easter v igil mass tonight. 
The p op e, dressed only in red robes 
of mou rning, watched the p rocession 
for the first nine of the 14 Stations of 
the Cross. Then he took u p the six -foot 
cross of light wood and carried it for 15 
minu tes. 
Ap p lau ding and shou ting “Viv a II 
Pap a,” thou sands lined the barricades 


for a glimp se of the sp iritu al leader of 
the Roman Catholic Chu rch. 
Pop e Pau l looked fit thou gh at times 
his v oice was weak as he u rged 
Catholics in a 16 -minu te address not to 
forget “the abject, the deformed, the 
weep ing and the u nhap p y .” 
The Western Christian celebration of

Large hail accomp anied the high 
winds and rain in Michigan, Tex as and 
Lou isiana. 
Persistent rain in the p ast few day s 
in the Sou theast has cau sed riv ers to 
rise and some families already hav e 
ev acu ated their homes in Mississip p i 
and Lou isiana.

Ju diciary Committee su bp oena for 
additional p residential tap es and docu ­ 
ments. This q u estion is being handled 
by aides in Washington, he said. 
Asked if Nix on might not consider 
his strategy in dealing with the su b­ 
p oena, Ziegler said the President 
already has decided u p on his strategy . 
He ap p arently referred to Thu rsday ’s 
White Hou se annou ncement that Nix on 
wou ld p rov ide some u nsp ecified ad­ 
ditional materials for the Hou se im­ 
p eachment inq u iry du ring the week of 
May 21. 
The p residential sp okesman said he 
ex p ected Nix on to handle official 
bu siness du ring the mornings while 
here and dev ote mu ch of the rest of 
each d a^to rest and relax ation. 
Fly ing to Florida with Nix on were 
wife Pat, dau ghter Tricia and her 
hu sband, Edward Cox . Dau ghter Ju lie 
and son-in-law Dav id Eisenhower 
drov e to Phoenix v ille, Pa., to sp end 
Easter with his p arents. 
Ziegler said the first family wou ld 
attend Easter serv ices in the area. The 
Nix ons are ex p ected to retu rn to 
Washington on Monday or Tu esday .

Points are a one-time charge, in effect 
p re-p aid interest, to make u p the 
difference between the going market 
rate for money and the federal ceiling. 
Bu t Ly nn said if he had kep t the 
cu rrent interest ceiling it wou ld in­ 
crease the p rice of homes as well as 
tax es and resu lt in windfall p rofits to 
the money lender when the home is 
sold. 
Steel Pact 
Ratified 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A new 
nationwide contract that will p rov ide 
large increases in wages and benefits 
for 350,000 basic steel workers and 
labor p eace in the indu stry for six 
more y ears has been ratified by the 
United Steelworkers u nion. 


The u nion’s 6 00-member committee 
of local officials ap p rov ed the contract 
ov erwhemingly Friday after tentativ e 
agreement was reached du ring an all- 
night bargaining session between 
u nion and indu stry negotiators. No 
fu rther ratification is needed. 


United Steelworkers President I.W. 
Abel said, howev er, that the p act 
“won’t be inflationary ” and makes u p 
for the “su ffering we did on the cost of 
liv ing.” 


R. Heath Larry , v ice chairman of 
U.S. Steel and the chief indu stry 
bargainer, said the indu stry had p aid a 
heav y p rice. He indicated that steel 
p rice increases may follow. 
Nixon Must Pay California Taxes 


SACRAMENTO, Calif. (AP) - 
California officials say they hav en’t 
fou nd any ev idence of crim inal 
negligence or frau d in 
President 
Nix on’s failu re to file state income tax 
retu rns for 1969-7 2. 
The state annou nced Friday it is 
req u iring Nix on to su bmit the retu rns 
now and p ay $4 ,263.7 2 in back tax es, a 
p enalty of $39.17 and as mu ch as $1,000 
in interest on the tax es du e. 
The decision came in the wake of a 
congressional rep ort that claims Nix on 
owes abou t $4 65,000 in back tax es. The 
White Hou se has said Nix on will p ay 
the federal tax bill. 
Meanwhile, the State of New York 
say s it also is looking into Nix on’s 1969- 
7 0 tax statu s. 
Dean Bu tler, Nix on’s California tax 
lawy er, said the state bill wou ld be 


p aid, althou gh he disagreed with some 
of the findings of the California Fran­ 
chise Tax Board. 
Tax es owed were comp u ted by the 
p anel on the basis of a rep ort by the 
congressional Joint Committee on 
Internal Rev enu e Tax ation. 
At the White Hou se, Dep u ty Press 
Secretary Gerald L. Warren did not 
say whether Nix on wou ld p ay the 
California tax es or contest the state’s 
findings. 


“We will wait u ntil we hear from the 
State Franchise Tax Board directly ,” 
Warren said. 


The California decision was an­ 
nou nced by Martin Hu ff, ex ecu tiv e 
officer of the board which administers 
the state income tax . He said the 
President wou ld p romp tly file retu rns 


and p ay tax es owed for the fou r-y ear 
p eriod. 
The $39.17 p enalty is for failing to file 
a retu rn for 197 0. Hu ff said the p enalty 
was lev ied becau se it was obv iou s Nix ­ 
on had enou gh California-based in­ 
come to req u ire a retu rn. 
Bu t failu re to file a retu rn, in itself, 
does 
not 
constitu te 
crim inal 
negligence or frau d, he told a news 
conference. 
“There has to be some ev idence or 
indication of wilfu lness and all the 
ev idence was the other way arou nd,” 
Hu ff said. Failu re to file “is not nec­ 
essarily a criminal m atter if he didn’t 
believ e he had a req u irement to file, 
and that isn’t the situ ation.” 
The New York State Tax De­ 
p artment is stu dy ing the p ossibility 
Nix on owes back tax es in that state. 


Wounded U.S. 
Official Freed 
By Guerillas 


CORDOBA, Argentina (AP) — 
American official Alfred Albert I^au n 
III, who was seriou sly wou nded and 
held for 15 hou rs Friday by Marx ist 
gu errillas, was rep orted imp rov ing 
today after 2Mn hou rs of emergency 
su rgery . 
The U.S. Information Serv ice official 
was ru shed to a hosp ital after the 
gu errillas called newsp ap ers and said 
I>au n was ly ing 
near the 
Riv er 
Prim ero 
in 
midtown 
Cordoba. 
Rep orters fou nd him with a bu llet 
wou nd in his stomach and badly beaten 
abou t the head. 
Hosp ital sou rces said the damage 
done the bu llet had been rep aired, bu t 
the doctors’ main worry now was the 
p ossibility of infection becau se of the 
many hou rs I^u n lay wou nded withou t 
medical attention. 
The sou rces said l^au n was in 
“seriou s to fair condition.” l.au n, 36, a 
nativ e of Kiel, Wis., was seized at his 
isolated home in su bu rban Unq u illo by 
nine gu errillas of the ou tlawed 
Peop le’s Rev olu tionary Army . He was 
wou nded by gu nfire when he resisted 
his abdu ctors. 
Lau n, who is single, has been in the 
central city of Cordoba for abou t 20 
months as chief of the USIS office here. 
His kidnap ers had said he wou ld be 


su bm itted 
to 
a 
“ rev olu tionary 
tribu nal” for alleged 
“ cou nter­ 
rev olu tionary activ ities” in earlier 
USIS assignments in Santo Domingo, 
Saigon, Brazil and Boliv ia. 
The gu errillas ap p arently kep t him 
aliv e by administering dru gs and then 
abandoned him with three bottles of 
blood p lasma attached to his body . 
They left him between two tru cks near 
the riv er and telep honed local 
newsp ap ers to tell them where they 
cou ld find him. 
Rep orters reached I^iu n moments 
before a p olice ambu lance arriv ed and 
carried him to the Reina Fabiola 
hosp ital of the Catholic Univ ersity of 
Cordoba. 
U.S. officials in Bu enos Aires said a 
p lane was being sent to ev acu ate Lau n 
if necessary . 
Hosp ital sou rces said lau n had 
receiv ed a .4 5 -ca\iber bu llet wou nd in 
his abdomen, and his ey es were 
blackened by blows to the head. 
The newsmen who fou nd Lau n said 
his first words to them were: “Are y ou 
friends9 
They answered him: “Don’t worry , 
nothing is going to hap p en.” 
The newsmen said a note was p inned 
to lau n, ex p laining what medication 
had been giv en him du ring cap tiv ity .

Naturally , these insects liv e 
and feed o n grass ro o ts each y ear, with 
many o f them rarely causing ex tensiv e 
damage, he say s. But, when y o u 
destro y the so d to make ro o m fo r a new 
garden o r to ex pand y o ur o ld o ne, these 
insects (in the so il) will co mplete their 
dev elo pment o n the ro o ts o f y o ur 
v egetables, Miller say s. 
To prev ent damage to v egetables, 
the so il sho uld be treated as so o n as 
weather permits wo rking the so il with 
an insecticide such as chlo rdane. Plo w 
o r spade the garden area so il. Then 
apply chlo rane at the rate o f 4 
tablespo o ns o f the 7 2 per cent liquid 
co ncentrate per 1000 square feet o f 
garden so il. Mix the fo ur tablespo o ns 
o f chemical 
in eno ugh 
water 
to 
tho ro ughly co v er the 1000 square fo o t 
area. Wo rk the insecticide into the so il 
two to fiv e inches. If chlo rdane is used, 
all v egetables may be planted safely 
ex cept carro ts and pumpkins, Miller 
say s. 
Spectracide 
(25 per 
cent liquid 
co ncentrate) may be used instead o f 
chlo rdane. Use this o ne at the rate o f 12 
tablespo o ns per 1000 square feet o f 
garden so il. Do no t plant eggplants, 
pumpkins, o r rutabagas in spectracide 
treated so ils. 
Spectracide co ntro ls insects in the 
so il fo r o ne seaso n, while chlo rdane 
will do the jo b two o r mo re y ears.

Lady Beetles 
Invading 
Hom es

The Lady Bird Beetle, a beneficial 
insect to mankind, because o f its 
feeding habits which destro y s eggs o f 
aphids and many o ther destructiv e 
plant insects, has turned up in ho mes, 
o ffices and o ther business places. 
Acco rding to I^awrence J . Co nno r, 
Ex tensio n Ento mo lo gist at The Ohio 
State Univ ersity , warm day s during 
spring hav e caused the beetles to co me 
o ut o f winter hibernatio n. Many 
repo rts rev eal o v er 100 I^ady Bird 
Beetles per windo w o r ro o m. So me 
large apartments and o ffice buildings 
hav e repo rted hundreds o f tho usands 
o f these insects inv ading the buildings. 
Ho meo wners bo thered with the 
beetles may use a v acuum cleaner to 
capture the insects, and if eno ugh are 
av ailable, v ario us garden clubs o r 
indiv idual gardeners will buy them fo r 
their o wn ga rdens. 
Co mmercial 
co ncerns may require chem ica l 
co ntro ls to rid buildings o f the beetles. 
The ento mo lo gist say s no o ne can be 
sure what caused this increase in 
beetle activ ity this spring. He believ es 
the weather last summer and fall 
fav o red po pulatio n dev elo pment and 
hibernatio n in ho m es and o ther 
buildings. 
Warm spring day s are 
bringing the beetles o ut o f hibernatio n. 


Co nno r po ints o ut that l,ady Bird 
Beetles do no t bite, sting, hav e o do r, o r 
co ntaminate fo o d. In a few day s the 
beetles will find their way o utside 
where they will be beneficial to the 
gardener. 


What abo ut the Lady Bird Beetle 
being no minated as the o fficial Ohio 
State Insect? Co nno r believ es the 
beetles hav e hurt their chances with 
their sudden inv asio n o f ho mes and 
buildings. Perso nally , Co nno r likes the 
ho ney bee, because he is co nv inced that 
Ohio ’s agricultural eco no my wo uld 
co llapse witho ut the ho ney bee and its 
tremendo us ro le as po llinato r o f o v er 
5 0 Ohio cro ps.

Moreov er, he did it withou t coaching 
from Dr. Kissinger. And the crowds 
that greeted him were real, not prose­ 
ly ted by Bob Haldeman’s people. 
One reason for the sou r reaction in 
high places in Paris — Le Monde 
called it “The Nix on Festiv al” - may 
hav e been a simple case of jealou sy . 
Nix on was the star of the proceedings, 
ju st as Charles de Gau lle dominated 
the dignitaries who attended the fu ­ 
neral 
of 
John 
F. 
Kennedy . 
Representativ es of the major powers 
came to his digs in the U.S. Embassy . 
It was a su btle deference he was 
shown. They may hav e had a good line 
on how badly he has fared of late, bu t 
they know by instant and ex perience 
where the power still is in this world. 
So did the Parisiens in the streets.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The Senate 
Watergate committee has obtained the 
name of the former federal tax official 
alleged to hav e fu rnished the White 
Hou se with tax data on its friends and 
enemies. 
John Cau lfield, President Nix on’s 
form er law enforcem ent adv iser, 
named Vernon D. “Mike” Acree, now 
the U.S. Commissioner of Cu stoms, as 
his primary IRS contact. 
In two interv iews, Acree v igorou sly 
denied that allegation, say ing he had 
done nothing “v enal or illegal,” that he 
cou ld not be considered Cau lfield’s 
prime contact and that the information 
su pplied was similar to that giv en 
other administrations ov er the last 20 
y ears. 
He described some of Cau lfield’s 
testimony as grossly distorted. 
In ex ecu tiv e-session testimony taken 
March 23, Cau lfield said he was 
referring to Acree, u ntil recently the 
assistant IRS commissioner for in­ 
spections, when he spoke of “ou r 
capability at IRS. 
“By that I mean the capability of 
conferring with Mr. Acree with a v iew 
towards seeing whether or not an IRS 
au dit might be accomplished in a legal 
method withou t v iolating the law,” the 
transcript said. 
Acree said he did hav e what he 
described as a casu al, bu siness 
relationship with Cau lfield du ring a 
sev en-month period of 1971 and had 
been aware of White Hou se interest in 
the tax problems of mov ie star John 
Way ne. 
And he said it wou ld not be possible 
to initiate an au dit for the White Hou se 
becau se normal IRS procedu re cou ld 
not be by passed.

I^ady Robinson, 
a mild diabetic, also noticed that these 
skin discolorations disappeared when 
she was receiv ing insu lin for the 
control of her diabetes. 


It takes a few day s after a coronary 
heart attack for the electrocardiogram 
to show the ex act site of the inju ry to 
the mu scle wall of the heart. 
Research at the Univ ersity of Tex as 
Health Science Center in Dallas now 
can pinpoint within 12 hou rs the ex act 
area of the heart that is damaged.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Intense U.S. 
diplomatic activ ity is continu ing with 
President Nix on and Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger focu sing on nu ­ 
clear arms talks and the Middle East. 
First on today ’s schedu le was a 
breakfast m eeting at the State 
Department between Kissinger and 
Egy ptian Foreign Minister Ismail 
Fahmy . 
Following on the list was Sov iet 
Foreign Minister Andrei Gromy ko at 
the White Hou se for nu clear arms talks 
with Nix on and Kissinger and a su b­ 
seq u ent lu nch with the secretary and 
his aides. 
Setting a date for a Nix on v isit to 
Moscow in late Ju ne also was placed 
on the agenda, according to U.S. of­ 
ficials. 
Later in the day Kissinger was ex ­ 
pected to receiv e a Sy rian delegation 
concerning the separation of Israeli 
and Sy rian troops in the Golan Heights 
area. 
Bu t discu ssion of a prev iou sly 
su bmitted Israeli plan on separation is 
not ex pected u ntil Satu rday . 
Fahmy came to Washington strictly 
for Middle E ast talks, probably 


focu sing this time on the ramifications 
of the Israeli political crisis. 
Gromy ko’s v isit also inv olv ed the 
Middle East and the increasingly 
pu blic role the Ru ssians want to play in 
an Arab-Israeli settlement. 
Bu t eq u al to if not su rpassing the 
Middle East was the q u estion of 
strategic arms control and whether a 
so-called SALT treaty can be signed 
this y ear limiting offensiv e nu clear 
weapons. 
U.S. officials also pu t on the ex ­ 
pected agenda the issu e of relax ation 
of restrictions on emigration by Sov iet 
Jews as demanded by members of 
Congress as the price for easier 
policies for Ru ssian-American trade. 
On Thu rsday , Nix on and Kissinger 
held lenghy meetings with Algerian 
President Hou ari Bou medienne on a 
wide range of su bjects, inclu ding the 
Middle East and a resu mption of 
diplomatic relations. 
After the meetings Bou medienne 
said, “All I can say is that these 
discu ssions were frank and that they 
were deep.” 
The White Hou se also declined to 
prov ide details of the meetings.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The Senate 
has passed a sweeping campaign 
reform bill and sent it to the Hou se, 
where its chances of su rv iv al are in 
dou bt. 
Senate passag e by 5 3-32 v ote 
Thu rsday capped nearly three weeks 
of debate, with the bill’s prov isions for 
gov ernment financing of campaigns 
for federal office the chief issu e. 
Sen. Jam es B. Allen, D-Ala., who led 
the opposition, predicted the fight 
against the bill in the Senate wou ld 
strengthen the resolv e of opponents in 
the Hou se. 
Ex cept for its pu blic financing 
prov isions, the measu re resembles a 
campaign reform bill the Senate 
passed ov erwhelmingly last Ju ly . 
Bu t the bill the Senate passed then 
has been stu ck ev er since in the Hou se 
Administration Committee. 
The Hou se committee is working on 
a bill of its own, which is ex pected to 
tu rn ou t to be far different from the 
Senate measu re. 
Another hu rdle for the Senate bill is 
the threat of a presidential v eto. 
President Nix on has said u sing tax 
fu nds to finance federal election 
campaigns wou ld be a raid on the 
Treasu ry . 
“The single most important action to 
reform campaign financing shou ld be 
broader pu blic disclosu re,” he said. 
Voting for the Senate bill were 37 


Democrats and 16 Repu blicans. Voting 
against it were 23 Repu blicans and 
nine Democrats, all sou therners ex ­ 
cept for Adlai E. Stev enson in of 
Illinois. 
The margin by which the bill was 
passed was far short of the two-thirds 
majority that wou ld be req u ired to 
ov erride a v eto.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The General 
Services Administration said today the 
pro-presidential papers President 
Nixon donated to the National Ar­ 
chives are government property and 
cannot be reclaimed by the President. 
A spokesman for GSA, parent 
agency of the National Archives, said 
his agency considered the gift legally 
binding, even though a tax deduction 
Nixon took for the gift has been 
disallowed by the Internal Revenue 
Service. 
'Hie GSA spokesman said, however, 
that Nixon probably would be free to 
sell or otherwise dispose of other Nixon 
papers and memorabilia being stored 
at the National Archives but not in­ 
cluded in the deeds donating some of 
his papers to the government. 
The spokesman said Nixon would be 
free to reclaim those papers barring 
any other legal impediment.

Cotton said the senators who met 
Tuesday with Burch felt the first letter 
“ didn’t indicate clearly enough that it 
was the President’s intention to fur­ 
nish the committee with all relevant 
materials." 
“ We felt that wouldn’t suffice. We 
felt it would be taken as a brush-off by 
the House committee and would lead to 
trouble," explained Cotton, chairman 
of the Senate Republican conference.

WASHINGTON (AP) — A new push 
for curbing imports of foreign beef 
soon may be undertaken by farm belt 
members of Congress miffed over an 
announcement by Canada earlier this 
week to ban U.S. cattle and beef. 
Sources in the Agriculture Depart­ 
ment said Friday they “would not be 
surprised” if momentum gathers in 
Congress for such restraints. The 
Nixon administration opened the door 
wide to foreign beef in June 1972 in an 
effort to help American consumers 
faced with high meat prices. 
But cattle prices have dropped 
precipitously since record peaks last 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Atty. Gen. 
William B. Saxbe’s political friend, 
J.D. Sawyer, has talked himself out of 
a top Justice Department job and the 
fancy new office suite Saxbe provided 
him. 
Saxbe has decided to abolish the

Gov. James A. Rhodes gave up the 
fight to keep his real estate broker’s 
license Friday, saying he could not 
expect "fairness or justice from a 
politically motivated Real Estate 
Commission.”

Tradesmen 
Can't V eto 
U A W Pacts 


DETROIT (A P) - A United Auto 
Workers review board has ruled the 
union’s skilled tradesmen do not have 
the power to veto a national contract 
but do have the right to vote separately 
on agreements. 
The UAW’s Public Review Board 
made the 5-2 decision in a dispute 
involving skilled tradesmen and and 
the union over a national contract 
negotiated last fall with Ford Motor 
Co. 
The 28,000 Ford tradesmen con­ 
tended they vetoed the Ford-UAW pact 
when they voted nearly 8-1 against it. 
But the contract was approved by 
157,000 production workers by an even 
wider margin and the union’s Inter­ 
national Executive Board declared the 
pact ratified. 
Despite that ruling, however, the 
executive board went back to Ford and 
renegotiated a section of the contract 
concerning voluntary overtime to 
which the skilled tradesmen objected. 
The review board held the executive 
board acted properly and ruled in 
favor of the UAW-Ford pact. Its 
findings are final. 
The review board is made up of 
seven prominent public members who 
serve independently of the union. It 
was set up in 1957 during the adminis­ 
tration of the late Walter P. Reuther to 
hear appeals from executive board 
decisions.

The wreckage was 
sighted early Friday and the bodies 
recovered from a rugged slope of the 
dormant Mauna Loa volcano, about 30 
miles from here. 
Dense fog late Friday prevented 
helicopters from returning the bodies.

The other victim was identified as 
Vincent E. Morine of Honolulu, the 24- 
year-old pilot of the twin-engine 
Beechcraft.

The crash was the worst air disaster 
in Hawaii since 27 persons were killed 
in a crash at Honolulu Airport in 1962.

“I know I cannot control the FBI, but 
I certainly hope that even if they know 
where Patty is they will not go in with 
guns blazing and get my daughter 
killed,” he said in an interview here 
Friday. 
But Hearst added that he and the 
FBI have reached agreement that any 
police action which might endanger 
Patricia would be avoided. 
“Our absence from the United States 
should not be construed by the FBI as 
an excuse to do anything which would 
endanger the life or well being of 
Patty,” said the president and editor of 
the San Francisco Examiner. 
Miss Hearst, 20, was dragged 
screaming by kidnapers from her 
Berkeley, Calif., apartment on Feb. 4. 
Two months later, after her parents 
had organized a massive food giveway 
in response to the kidnapers’ demands, 
Patricia said in a taped message that 
she had joined the Symbionese 
Liberation Army which abducted her. 
The Hearsts have said they believe 
the tape recording was made under 
duress.

Ronald L. 
Ziegler told newsmen 
aboard Air Force One that his boss 
would not be devoting much time to his 
promised response to a House 
Judiciary Committee subpoena . for 
additional presidential tapes and docu­ 
ments. This question is being handled 
by aides in Washington, he said. 
Asked if Nixon might not consider 
his strategy in dealing with the sub­ 
poena, Ziegler said the President 
already has decided upon his strategy. 
He apparently referred to Thursday’s 
White House announcement that Nixon 
would provide some unspecified ad­ 
ditional materials for the House im­ 
peachment inquiry during the week of 
May 21. 
The presidential spokesman said he 
expected Nixon to handle official 
business during the mornings while 
here and devote much of the rest of 
each da^ to rest and relaxation. 
Flying to Florida with Nixon were 
wife Pat, daughter Tricia and her 
husband, Edward Cox. Daughter Julie 
and son-in-law David Eisenhower 
drove to Phoenixville, Pa., to spend 
Easter with his parents.

Steel Pact 
Ratified 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A new 
nationwide contract that will provide 
large increases in wages and benefits 
for 350,000 basic steel workers and 
labor peace in the industry for six 
more years has been ratified by the 
United Steelworkers union. 
The union’s 600-member committee 
of local officials approved the contract 
overwhemingly Friday after tentative 
agreement was reached during an all- 
night bargaining session between 
union and industry negotiators. No 
further ratification is needed. 


United Steelworkers President I.W. 
Abel said, however, that the pact 
“won’t be inflationary” and makes up 
for the “suffering we did on the cost of 
living.” 


R. Heath Larry, vice chairman of 
U.S. Steel and the chief industry 
bargainer, said the industry had paid a 
heavy price. He indicated that steel 
price increases may follow. 
Nixon Must Pay California Taxes 


SACRAMENTO, Calif. (AP) - 
California officials say they haven’t 
found any evidence of criminal 
negligence or fraud in President 
Nixon’s failure to file state income tax 
returns for 1969-72. 
The state announced Friday it is 
requiring Nixon to submit the returns 
now and pay $4,263.72 in back taxes, a 
penalty of $39.17 and as much as $1,000 
in interest on the taxes due. 
The decision came in the wake of a 
congressional report that claims Nixon 
owes about $465,000 in back taxes. The 
White House has said Nixon will pay 
the federal tax bill. 
Meanwhile, the State of New York 
says it also is looking into Nixon’s 1969- 
70 tax status. 
Dean Butler, Nixon’s California tax 
lawyer, said the state bill would be 


paid, although he disagreed with some 
of the findings of the California Fran­ 
chise Tax Board. 
Taxes owed were computed by the 
panel on the basis of a report by the 
congressional Joint Committee on 
Internal Revenue Taxation. 
At the White House, Deputy Press 
Secretary Gerald L. Warren did not 
say whether Nixon would pay the 
California taxes or contest the state’s 
findings. 


“We will wait until we hear from the 
State Franchise Tax Board directly,” 
Warren said. 


The California decision was an­ 
nounced by Martin Huff, executive 
officer of the board which administers 
the state income tax. He said the 
President would promptly file returns 


and pay taxes owed for the four-year 
period. 
The $39.17 penalty is for failing to file 
a return for 1970. Huff said the penalty 
was levied because it was obvious Nix­ 
on had enough California-based in­ 
come to require a return. 
But failure to file a return, in itself, 
does 
not 
constitute 
criminal 
negligence or fraud, he told a news 
conference. 
“There has to be some evidence or 
indication of wilfulness and all the 
evidence was the other way around,” 
Huff said. Failure to file “is not nec­ 
essarily a criminal matter if he didn’t 
believe he had a requirement to file, 
and that isn’t the situation.” 
The New York State Tax De­ 
partment is studying the possibility 
Nixon owes back taxes in that state. 


Department Director John F. Donovan 
said one area under investigation is the 
$142,912 capital gain Nixon made on 
the sale of his Manhattan apartment in 
1969. 


Nixon paid no taxes on the sale 
because the profits were reinvested in 
the purchase of the President’s estate 
in San Clemente, Calif. 


While the California board still 
considers Nixon a nonresident for tax 
purposes, he had $237,659 in taxable 
“California source” income for the 
four years, Huff said. 
Nixon owes $4,107.04 for 1969 and 
$156.68 for 1970, Huff said. He had more 
than $55,000 in California income for 
1971 and 1972, but that was more than 
offset by allowable deductions and he 
owes no tax for those two years.

The U.S. Information Service official 
was rushed to a hospital after the 
guerrillas called newspapers and said

Reporters found him with a bullet 
wound in his stomach and badly beaten 
about the head. 
Hospital sources said the damage 
done the bullet had been repaired, but 
the doctors’ main worry now was the 
possibility of infection because of the 
many hours I,aun lay wounded without 
medical attention. 
The sources said I .a un was in 
“serious to fair condition.” I^un, 36, a 
native of Kiel, Wis., was seized at his 
isolated home in suburban Unquillo by 
nine guerrillas of the outlawed 
People’s Revolutionary Army. He was 
wounded by gunfire when he resisted 
his abductors. 
I^iun, who is single, has been in the 
central city of Cordoba for about 20 
months as chief of the USIS office here. 
His kidnapers had said he would be 


submitted 
to

“ revolutionary 
tribunal” for alleged “ counter­ 
revolutionary activities” in earlier 
USIS assignments in Santo Domingo, 
Saigon, Brazil and Bolivia. 
The guerrillas apparently kept him 
alive by administering drugs and then 
abandoned him with three bottles of 
blood plasma attached to his body. 
They left him between two trucks near 
the river and telephoned local 
newspapers to tell them where they 
could find him. 
Reporters reached I^aun moments 
before a police ambulance arrived and 
carried him to the Reina Fabiola 
hospital of the Catholic University of 
Cordoba. 
U.S. officials in Buenos Aires said a 
plane was being sent to evacuate Laun 
if necessary. 
Hospital sources said Laun had 
received a .45-ca\iber bullet wound in 
his abdomen, and his eyes were 
blackened by blows to the head.

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Feed Grain Stocks 
In Short Supply

Stocks of feed grains, including corn, 
are expected to dip to the lowest level 
since the early 1950’s. This is because 
feed grain use during the current 
marketing year will 
exceed 
1973 
production, according to Herbert 
Hadley, Extension Economist at The 
Ohio State University. 
However, the economist points out, 
the strong demand and high prices that 
have been experienced will probably 
trigger a boost in spring plantings of 
corn and other feed grains. He expects 
the resulting production to exceed 
needs for the 1974-75 season. 
If farmers have favorable weather 
and enough fertilizer to plant the 126 
million acres indicated in the March 
planting intention report, feed grain 
production would be up nearly IO per 
cent over 1973. Plans include 78.8 
million acres of corn nationally, an 
increase of IO per cent. If the projected 
yield of 97 bushels per acre is 
achieved, a resulting corn crop of 6.6 
billion bushels would exceed 1973 corn 
production by 9 per cent. 
Corn demand is projected for 1974-75 
at 6.1 billion bushels. A carryover of 
500 to 600 million bushels is forecast for 
the current market year. This means 
total supplies of corn could exceed use 
by about one billion bushels. 
Much uncertainty revolves around 
corn yields with higher priced inputs, 
however. Nitrogen fertilizer prices 
range from 70 to 125 per cent above last 
year, with availability a problem 
tending to suggest lower yields. 
Gasoline and diesel fuel prices have 
increased from 60 to IOO per cent. I^and 
values and rents have skyrocketed. 
I .ast year’s wet weather delayed 
planting, a condition which if avoided 
will tend to encourage extra corn 
acreage and higher yields. Another 
important factor is the relationship 
between corn and soybean prices. With 
a soybean price two times the corn 
price, returns are comparable, the 


economist reveals. 
Soybean supplies for the current 
m arket year are expected to exceed 
disappearance, with carryover being 
near 240 million bushels. For the past 
three years, use has exceeded current 
production. March I, 1974, intentions 
indicated a 4 per cent decrease in 
acreage over last year, or 55 million 
acres. Assuming normal yields, a 1.43 
billion bushel crop plus carryover 
would mean a 1.77 billion bushel supply 
of soybeans. Projecting use at 1.5 
billion bushels for 1974-75 would leave 
carryover stocks of 170 million 
bushels, Hadley says.

Now the F. T. C. wants to 
hear from you. Are the clothes you buy 
labeled properly with laundering in­ 
structions? Do you get your care label 
with fabric you buy? (You shouldn’t 
have to ask for it - it’s part of your 
purchase.) Is the information clear9 
Are the right instructions being used9 
Are instructions complete? The F. T. 
C. is concerned about how their rule is 
being applied and if it truly is helping 
you, the homemaker and laundry boss.

Polyester bums slow and 
melts, leaving a hard black round ash. 
Nylon melts very slowly and leaves a 
Garden Soils 
Subject To 
Insects

New gardens or expansion of old 
ones may bring on problems with soil 
insects. 
Richard 
L. 
M iller, 
Extension 
Entomologist at The Ohio State 
University, says an area that has been 
in sod two or more years can be in­ 
fested with as many as IO different soil 
insects. Naturally, these insects live 
and feed on grass roots each year, with 
many of them rarely causing extensive 
damage, he says. But, when you 
destroy the sod to make room for a new 
garden or to expand your old one, these 
insects (in the soil) will complete their 
development on the roots of your 
vegetables, Miller says. 
To prevent damage to vegetables, 
the soil should be treated as soon as 
weather permits working the soil with 
an insecticide such as chlordane. Plow 
or spade the garden area soil. Then 
apply chlorane at the rate of 4 
tablespoons of the 72 per cent liquid 
concentrate per 1000 square feet of 
garden soil. Mix the four tablespoons 
of chemical in enough water to 
thoroughly cover the 1000 square foot 
area. Work the insecticide into the soil 
two to five inches. If chlordane is used, 
all vegetables may be planted safely 
except carrots and pumpkins, Miller 
says. 
Spectracide (25 per cent liquid 
concentrate) may be used instead of 
chlordane. Use this one at the rate of 12 
tablespoons per 1000 square feet of 
garden soil. Do not plant eggplants, 
pumpkins, or rutabagas in spectracide 
treated soils. 
Spectracide controls insects in the 
soil for one season, while chlordane 
will do the job two or more years. 
Bulletin 498, 
Home Vegetable 
Garden Insect Control, available at the 
County Extension Office, contains this 
information and other vegetable 
gardening insect control information.

formation, and how much was taken 
(if you know). If you go to an 
emergency room, take the container 
with you. 


Here’s another “no-no!” Did you 
know that over 13,500 people last year 
had to be rushed to a hospital for 
emergency treatment for injuries 
related to gasoline? We all know how 
nicely gasoline explodes, but did you 
know that the vapors can also cause an 
explosion? The gasoline vapors are so 
volatile that if a storage can is left 
open in a closed garage, and a 
cigarette is lighted nearby, an ex­ 
plosion can occur. Even a spark from a 
household appliance or automobile 
engine can start a “vapor” fire.

Lady Beetles 
Invading 
Homes

The Lady Bird Beetle, a beneficial 
insect to mankind, because of its 
feeding habits which destroys eggs of 
aphids and many other destructive 
plant insects, has turned up in homes, 
offices and other business places. 
According to Lawrence J. Connor, 
Extension Entomologist at The Ohio 
State University, warm days during 
spring have caused the beetles to come 
out of winter hibernation. Many 
reports reveal over IOO I^ady Bird 
Beetles per window or room. Some 
large apartments and office buildings 
have reported hundreds of thousands 
of these insects invading the buildings. 
Homeowners bothered with the 
beetles may use a vacuum cleaner to 
capture the insects, and if enough are 
available, various garden clubs or 
individual gardeners will buy them for 
their own gardens. Commercial 
concerns may require chemical 
controls to rid buildings of the beetles. 
The entomologist says no one can be 
sure what caused this increase in 
beetle activity this spring. He believes 
the weather last summer and fall 
favored population development and 
hibernation in homes and other 
buildings. Warm spring days are 
bringing the beetles out of hibernation. 


Connor points out that Lady Bird 
Beetles do not bite, sting, have odor, or 
contaminate food. In a few days the 
beetles will find their way outside 
where they will be beneficial to the 
gardener. 


What about the Lady Bird Beetle 
being nominated as the official Ohio 
State Insect? Connor believes the 
beetles have hurt their chances with 
their sudden invasion of homes and 
buildings. Personally, Connor likes the 
honeybee, because he is convinced that 
Ohio’s agricultural economy would 
collapse without the honeybee and its 
tremendous role as pollinator of over 
50 Ohio crops.

Insect And M ite Pests 
Affect Livestock Yields

Agriculture 
It is estimated that livestock pests in 
the United States cause annual losses 
of 850 million dollars. Since almost 60 
per cent of Ohio’s agricultural cash 
receipts 
come 
from 
livestock 
production, it is essential that insect 
and mite pests be reduced below levels 
that cause economic damage. 
The attack on insect and mite pests 
should be maintained throughout the 
year. Lice and mites are most abun­ 
dant during the winter, while flies and 
mosquitoes are most injurious during 
the summer months. Ixmse - and mite- 
infested livestock rub aginst fences or 
buildings 
to 
relieve 
irritation. 
Frequently, patches of hair are rubbed 
off around the neck, shoulders, and 
body. Therefore, cattle become 
weakened and susceptible to disease. 
Some flies either withdraw blood or 
cause annoyance resulting in up to IO 
per cent to 15 per cent less milk from 
dairy animals and 15 to 55 pounds less 
weight gain in beef animals. Certain 
flies transmit bacilli of anthrax, in­ 
fectious keratitis, m astitis, and 
swollen joints. Other flies congregate 
in 
annoying 
populations 
within 
livestock and poultry buildings. 
Cattle grubs cause economic losses 
each year by damaging carcasses and 
hides. Female heel flies, in attempting 
to lay eggs, cause livestock to flee in 
terror and entire herds may stampede. 


Sheep ticks (keds), lice, and wool 
maggots are parasitic on sheep. 
Infested sheep rub, bite, and scratch to 
relieve irritation and annoyance. 
Louse - and mite-infested wine rub 
and scratch, resulting in raw, bleeding 
areas. The hair coat is lost while the 


skin thickens into wrinkles, and ap­ 
pears scabby. Swine lice can reduce 
the market value of the animal two to 
six per cent. 
Chicken lice and mites may reduce 
egg production 40 per cent. Birds go off 
feed resulting in decreased egg and 
meat production. Chickens become 
droopy, develop diarrhea, or often die. 
Horses and ponies are especially 
bothered with flies during the summer 
months. Blood-sucking flies can cause 
stampeding, resulting in animal and 
human accidents.. 
Today, with proper application and 
timing of pesticides, it is possible to 
greatly 
reduce 
or 
elim inate 
troublesome insect and mite attacks. 
The pesticides recommended in 
bulletin 473 available at the County 
Extension Office are up-to-date and 
effective.

NEW YORK — French officials are 
sore at us, but then they usually are. 
The knock this time is directed at our 
leader, Richard Nixon. A “high offi­ 
cial” who must be a first cousin of an 
“ unimpeachable source” felt that it 
was deplorable taste on Mr. Nixon’s 
part to mingle happily with crowds 
while in Paris to attend Georges 
Pompidou’s funeral services. 
Seems he “shamelessly substituted 
a publicity campaign for the mourning 
of an entire nation.” The “high offi­ 
cial” almost seemed to say that RN 
behaved as if he was running for Presi­ 
dent . . . President of France, that is, 
instead of staying in Notre Dame 
Cathedral after Mass. 
The President looked buoyant and 
pressed the flesh of the crowds that 
swarmed around him probably be­ 
cause that’s the first time this sort of 
thing has happened to him since short­ 
ly after his reelection. There were no 
boos from the excited French people; 
no banners urging him to drop dead, or 
worse. There wasn’t a single mention 
of impeachment, tapes, taxes or San 
Clemente during his Paris weekend. 
Except for the reason why he was 
there, the death of his friend, Pompi­ 
dou, it must have been the most care­ 
free period he’s had in all the long and 
harrowing months since his Keystone 
Komedy Kops bungled the bugging of 
Larry O’Brien’s office. 
Moreover, he did it without coaching 
from Dr. Kissinger. And the crowds 
that greeted him were real, not prose­ 
lyted by Bob Haldeman’s people. 
One reason for the sour reaction in 
high places in Paris — Le Monde 
called it “The Nixon Festival” — may 
have been a simple case of jealousy. 
Nixon was the star of the proceedings, 
just as Charles de Gaulle dominated 
the dignitaries who attended the fu­

Kennedy. 
Representatives of the major powers 
came to his digs in the U.S. Embassy. 
It was a subtle deference he was 
shown. They may have had a good line 
on how badly he has fared of late, but 
they know by instant and experience 
where the power still is in this world. 
So did the Parisiens in the streets.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The Senate 
Watergate committee has obtained the 
name of the former federal tax official 
alleged to have furnished the White 
House with tax data on its friends and 
enemies. 
John Caulfield, President Nixon’s 
form er law enforcem ent adviser, 
named Vernon D. “ Mike” Acree, now 
the U.S. Commissioner of Customs, as 
his primary IRS contact. 
In two interviews, Acree vigorously 
denied that allegation, saying he had 
done nothing “venal or illegal,” that he 
could not be considered Caulfield’s 
prime contact and that the information 
supplied was similar to that given 
other administrations over the last 20 
years. 
He described some of Caulfield’s 
testimony as grossly distorted. 
In executive-session testimony taken 
March 23, Caulfield said he was 
referring to Acree, until recently the 
assistant IRS commissioner for in­ 
spections, when he spoke of “our 
capability at IRS. 
“By that I mean the capability of 
conferring with Mr. Acree with a view 
towards seeing whether or not an IRS 
audit might be accomplished in a legal 
method without violating the law,” the 
transcript said. 
Acree said he did have what he 
described as a casual, business 
relationship with Caulfield during a 
seven-month period of 1971 and had 
been aware of White House interest in 
the tax problems of movie star John 
Wayne. 
Arid he said it would not be possible 
to initiate an audit for the White House 
because normal IRS procedure could 
not be bypassed.

Caulfield’s testimony was provided by 
a source close to the Watergate 
committee, who said the allegations 
are under investigation by Special 
Watergate Prosecutor Leon Jaworski. 
Caulfield was questioned about 
Nixon adm inistration documents 
made public Monday by Sen. Lowell P. 
Weicker, R-Conn., which indicated 
great White House interest in the tax 
problems of Wayne and evangelist 
Billy Graham as well as newsmen and 
critics of Nixon policies.

One of the greatest combined social 
and medical advances is the creation 
of special burn centers, which are 
responsible for saving the lives of 
thousands of people all over the United 
States. 
Dr. Charles Baxter, President of the 
American Burn Association, points out 
that there are now more than 90 burn 
centers, devoted to the treatment of 
severely burned people. 
Highly trained teams of surgeons, 
physicians, chemists, hematologists, 
plastic surgeons and psychologists are 
providing new hope for the survival 
and rehabilitation of victims of severe 
burns.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Intense U.S. 
diplomatic activity is continuing with 
President Nixon and Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger focusing on nu­ 
clear arms talks and the Middle East. 
First on today’s schedule was a 
breakfast m eeting at the State 
Department between Kissinger and 
Egyptian Foreign Minister Ismail 
Fahmy. 
Following on the list was Soviet 
Foreign Minister Andrei Gromyko at 
the White House for nuclear arms talks 
with Nixon and Kissinger and a sub­ 
sequent lunch with the secretary and 
his aides. 
Setting a date for a Nixon visit to 
Moscow in late June also was placed 
on the agenda, according to U.S. of­ 
ficials. 
I^ter in the day Kissinger was ex­ 
pected to receive a Syrian delegation 
concerning the separation of Israeli 
and Syrian troops in the Golan Heights 
area. 
But discussion of a previously 
submitted Israeli plan on separation is 
not expected until Saturday. 
Fahmy came to Washington strictly 
for Middle E ast talks, probably 


focusing this time on the ramifications 
of the Israeli political crisis. 
Gromyko’s visit also involved the 
Middle East and the increasingly 
public role the Russians want to play in 
an Arab-Israeli settlement. 
But equal to if not surpassing the 
Middle East was the question of 
strategic arms control and whether a 
so-called SALT treaty can be signed 
this year limiting offensive nuclear 
weapons. 
U.S. officials also put on the ex­ 
pected agenda the issue of relaxation 
of restrictions on emigration by Soviet 
Jews as demanded by members of 
Congress as the price for easier 
policies for Russian-American trade. 
On Thursday, Nixon and Kissinger 
held lenghy meetings with Algerian 
President Houari Boumedienne on a 
wide range of subjects, including the 
Middle East and a resumption of 
diplomatic relations. 
After the meetings Boumedienne 
said, “All I can say is that these 
discussions were frank and that they 
were deep.” 
The White House also declined to 
provide details of the meetings.

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Senate OKs Campaign 
Measure, Sends It To House 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Senate 
has passed a sweeping campaign 
reform bill and sent it to the House, 
where its chances of survival are in 
doubt. 
Senate passage by 53-32 vote 
Thursday capped nearly three weeks 
of debate, with the bill’s provisions for 
government financing of campaigns 
for federal office the chief issue. 
Sen. James B. Allen, D-Ala., who led 
the opposition, predicted the fight 
against the bill in the Senate would 
strengthen the resolve of opponents in 
the House. 
Except for its public financing 
provisions, the measure resembles a 
campaign reform bill the Senate 
passed overwhelmingly last July. 
But the bill the Senate passed then 
has been stuck ever since in the House 
Administration Committee. 
The House committee is working on 
a bill of its own, which is expected to 
turn out to be far different from the 
Senate measure. 
Another hurdle for the Senate bill is 
the threat of a presidential veto. 
President Nixon has said using tax 
funds to finance federal election 
campaigns would be a raid on the 
Treasury. 
“The single most important action to 
reform campaign financing should be 
broader public disclosure,” he said. 
Voting for the Senate bill were 37 


Democrats and 16 Republicans. Voting 
against it were 23 Republicans and 
nine Democrats, all southerners ex­ 
cept for Adlai E. Stevenson III of 
Illinois. 
The margin by which the bill was 
passed was far short of the two-thirds 
majority that would be required to 
override a veto. 


Judge Won't Extend 
School Injunction 


HAMILTON, Ohio (A P )-B u tle r 
County Common Pleas Court Judge 
Fred B. Cramer Friday refused to 
extend an injunction against the school 
board prohibiting them from breaking 
off negotiations with teachers. 
The teachers filed suit seeking to 
prevent the board from extending the . 
number of classroom periods next 
year. The teachers demanded the issue 
be negotiated. 
No date has been set for a hearing on 
the suit. The court was asked to 
determine the rights of both parties in 
the dispute.

after a warning from Senate GOP 
leaders. 
Sen. Norris Cotton, R-N.H., said 
Friday that the leaders warned that

The letter was prepared in response 
to a request for tapes from the House 
Judiciary Committee and was read to 
the Senate Republicans Tuesday by 
presidential assistant Dean Burch, 
Cotton told reporters.

of those present, Cotton said. 
A second letter was drafted and read 
to the GOP leaders, Cotton said, and 
then sent to the House committee by 
presidential counsel James D. St.

impeachment 
of 
President Nixon, and Thursday it 
issued a subpoena for the tapes by a 33- 
3 vote. 
Cotton said the senators who met 
Tuesday with Burch felt the first letter 
“ didn’t indicate clearly enough that it 
was the President’s intention to fur­ 
nish the committee with all relevant 
materials.” 
“ We felt that wouldn’t suffice. We 
felt it would be taken as a brush-off by 
the House committee and would lead to 
trouble,” explained Cotton, chairman 
of the Senate Republican conference. 
Cotton said that Nixon hadn’t seen 
the letter because he was en route 
home from France at the time. 
Line Rates 
To Increase 


WASHINGTON (AP) 
- Many 
customers who lease telephone lines 
for private use, including news ser­ 
vices and the federal government, 
apparently are in for big increases in 
their telephone bills starting Sunday. 
“ As far as I know ifs going in,” a 
spokesman for American Telephone 
and Telegraph Co. said Thursday night 
of a proposed change in its leased-line 
rate structure. 
Officials of the Federal Com­ 
munications Commission, which in 
January granted a 90-day suspension 
of the proposed new rates, expiring 
Sunday, could not be reached. 
But with only one business day 
remaining before the deadline, the 
commission is down to four members 
because of three vacancies. This would 
require a unanimous vote for any 
action. 
The AT&T spokesman said he had 
heard of no action being proposed. The 
company could suspend the rates itself 
until protests against them have been 
settled, but the spokesman said this 
was not contemplated as far as he 
knew. 


No SALT Pact, Kissinger Says 


' WASHINGTON (AP) - Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger said today 
there “ would not be a permanent 
agreement this year” on nuclear 
strategic arms limitations with the So­ 
viet Union. 
In a brief session with reporters, the 
secretary said it was uncertain 
whether the United States and the 
Soviet Union could achieve a partial 
agreement in strategic arms limita­ 
tion talks. 
This was the strongest public 


statement by any administration 
figure casting doubt on the likelihood 
of a SALT treaty limiting offensive 
nuclear weapons systems by the end of

Beef Import Curbs M ay Revive 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A new push 
for curbing imports of foreign beef 
soon may be undertaken by farm bell 
members of Congress miffed over an 
announcement by Canada earlier this 
week to ban U.S. cattle and beef. 
Sources in the Agriculture Depart­ 
ment said Friday they “ would not be 
surprised” if momentum gathers in 
Congress for such restraints. The 
Nixon administration opened the door 
wide to foreign beef in June 1972 in an 
effort to help American consumers 
faced with high meat prices. 
But cattle prices have dropped 
precipitously since record peaks last

relation to feed costs. 
Canada announced last Monday it 
would bar imports of livestock and 
meat products unless the government 
in the country of origin certified they 
never contained DKS, the growth 
hormone used for years by cattle 
feeders. 


Some pressure already has been put 
on President Nixon to curb imports of 
beef, mostly low-grade meat used for 
hamburger and other manufactured 
products.

John Glenn Urges 
Food Stockpiling 


COLUMBUS, 
Ohio

Democratic senatorial candidate John 
Glenn said Friday the nation’s first 
objective should be to “establish 
stockpiles of food so that there will 
never again be shortages such as we 
have experienced.” 
“After our own supplies are assured, 
we should use our surplus production 
to seek world markets and provide 
famine relief,” the former astronaut 
added. 
Glenn made the statement after 
taping a series of television and radio 
public service spots for the Christian 
Rural Overseas Program (CROP). 
The announcements will be used 
outside Ohio to support CROP’S 
program of providing food, seeds, 
agriculture tools and clothing to the 
hungry and destitute in 30 countries 
through the World Church Service. 
Glenn said he regarded the CROP 
appeal as especially important 
because of his concern for the Ohio 
farmer and his problems and the vital 


role of food producers to the economy. 
Earlier Friday, Glenn criticized Sen. 
Howard Metzenbaum, his opponent in 
the May 7 Democratic primary, for 
being absent when the Senate voted on 
an amendment requiring federal office 
holders to file income tax returns for 
audit. 
Glenn said it was a “sad com­ 
mentary” that Metzenbaum, “who 
refuses to reveal his income tax 
returns” missed the vote Thursday on 
an amendment to a campaign finance 
reform bill. 
The Senate approved the amend­ 
ment 68-19 and later that day passed 
the campaign reform bill, 53-32. 
A Metzenbaum aide said Friday the 
senator’s presence was not required to 
pass the bill, which he favored, since 
the vote was heavily for passage. 
Glenn has repeatedly criticized 
Metzenbaum for failing to release 
copies of income tax returns. Glenn 
recently made public copies of his 
returns dating back to 1965.

Disaster Aid 
Bill Delayed 
By Congress 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Legislation 
that would provide increased federal 
aid to victims of last week’s tornadoes 
in the South and Midwest has been put 
off until after the 10-day Easter recess 
of Congress. 
Meanwhile, President Nixon added 
West Virginia and Illinois to the list of 
states eligible for existing aid 
programs, increasing the total to eight 
states. 
The chance of final congressional 
action before the recess vanished 
Thursday 
when 
the 
House 
unanimously passed a substitute to the 
Senate’s disaster relief measure. This 
puts the issue into a House-Senate 
conference committee, 
which will 
meet after Congress reconvenes April 
22. 
A few hours earlier, the President 
declared Illinois a disaster area 
because of damage from the April 3 
tornadoes and put West Virginia on the 
list because of “severe storms and 
flooding” beginning about that date. 
Other states eligible for disaster aid 
are Ohio, Kentucky, Georgia, Indiana. 
Alabama and Tennessee. 
The cost of the congressional 
program, which would apply to 
disasters generally as well as to the 
states hit by the recent tornadoes, is 
estimated at $75 million a year. 
The House bill would include 
mudslides, not listed by the Senate, 
among the disasters that would make 
victims eligible for federal aid. 
In another addition to the Senate bill, 
the House voted to allow the President 
to lend states the 25 per cent they 
would have to contribute to a program 
allowing up to $5,000 of additional aid 
to victims who had exhausted all other 
forms of relief. 
Both bills provide federal grants for 
making 
dwellings 
immediately 
habitable, loans to local governments 
for up to 25 per cent of their annual 
operating budgets to cover tax losses 
due to storms, rent and mortgage 
payments for storm victims and 
federal funds to meet IOO per cent of 
reconstruction costs of public build­ 
ings.

ABA Plans 
To Draft 
From NBA 


NEW YORK (AP) - One National 
Basketball Association owner called 
the surprise move “ingenious,” a 
player representative said it “offends 
us,” and NBA Commissioner Walter 
Kennedy pleaded “no comment.” 
That reaction came to an an­ 
nouncement Friday that the American 
Basketball Association would conduct 
a draft of NBA players next Wed­ 
nesday just prior to its annual draft of 
college eligibles. 
There was speculation that the move 
was spawned in part by the neophyte 
World Football League’s success in 
spiriting away established National 
Football League players. The WFL 
conducted a similar draft recently of 
NFL players. 
“Once I heard of the WFL plan, I 
expected something of this nature,” 
said Sam Sc hillman, the owner of the 
Seattle Supersonics who has pilfered 
his share of ABA talent, including 
Spencer Haywood from the Denver 
Rockets. “I’m surprised they didn’t do 
it sooner.” 
The draft will take place in five 
rounds and will be the first time either 
league has formally picked the other’s 
players. Its purpose apparently is to 
prevent ABA teams from competing 
with each other for NBA talent. 
“In one way it is a positive step,”

Rhodes Returns 
Realtor's License 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) — Former 
Gov. James A. Rhodes gave up the 
fight to keep his real estate broker’s 
license Friday, saying he could not 
expect “ fairness or justice from a 
politically motivated Real Estate 
Commission.” 
Rhodes, 
who 
is 
seeking 
the 
Republican gubernatorial nomination 
in a move for an unprecedented return 
to the chief executive’s office, sent the 
disputed license to the commission 
with a request it be canceled im­ 
mediately. 
The former governor said the public 
interest would not be served by a 
“ prolonged fight over such an unim­ 
portant issue.” 
He said he has never used the license 
since obtaining it more than three 
years ago and did not need it in his 
business.

(JAW Pacts 


DETROIT (A P) - A United Auto 
Workers review board has ruled the 
union’s skilled tradesmen do not have 
the power to veto a national contract 
but do have the right to vote separately 
on agreements. 
The UAW’s Public Review Board 
made the 5-2 decision in a dispute 
involving skilled tradesmen and and 
the union over a national contract 
negotiated last fall with Ford Motor 
Co. 
The 28,000 Ford tradesmen con­ 
tended they vetoed the Ford-UAW pact 
when they voted nearly 3-1 against it. 
But the contract was approved by 
157,000 production workers by an even 
wider margin and the union's Inter­ 
national Executive Board declared the 
pact ratified. 
Despite that ruling, however, the 
executive board went back to Ford and 
renegotiated a section of the contract 
concerning voluntary overtime to 
which the skilled tradesmen objected. 
The review board held the executive 
board acted properly and ruled in 
favor of the UAW-Ford pact. Its 
findings are final. 
The review board is made up of 
seven prominent public members who 
serve independently of the union. It 
was set up in 1957 during the adminis­ 
tration of the late Walter P. Reuther to 
hear appeals from executive board 
decisions.

Kissinger, Syrian Talk 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger is meeting 
with a Syrian official in an effort to 
find out if a troop separation in the 
Golan Heights can be worked out. 
Today’s session with Brig. Gen. Hik- 
mat Chehabi, the Syrian m ilitary 
intelligence chief, is expected 
to 
provide 
an 
assessment 
of 
the 
disengagement proposal brought to the 
State Department by Israeli Defense 
Minister Moshe Dayan on March 30. 
Even more important, perhaps, are 
the insights Kissinger could gain about 
the effects of pressures by the Soviet 
Union on its Syrian allies. 
Kissinger already has found that 
Moscow will not give him the elbow 
room that led to an interim settlement 
in January between Egypt and Israel. 
In the course of working out that 
disengagement, Kissinger was able to 
coax President Anwar Sadat toward 
friendly relations with Washington and 
away from rigid reliance on Moscow.

HILO, HAWAII (AP) - The bodies 
of ll persons killed when a twin-engine 
plane crashed into a mountainside 
near here have been recovered. 
The plane was reported missing 
Thursday night. The wreckage was 
sighted early Friday and the bodies 
recovered from a rugged slope of the 
dormant Mauna Loa volcano, about 30 
miles from here. 


Dense fog late Friday prevented 
helicopters from returning the bodies. 
Ten of the dead were mainland 
visitors, whose names were not 
released 
pending positive 
iden­ 
tification, authorities said. 


The other victim was identified as 
Vincent E. Morine of Honolulu, the 24- 
year-old pilot of the twin-engine 
Beechcraft.

was 
strewn over a quarter-mile area, a 
Federal Aviation Administration 
spokesman said. 
The craish was the worst air disaster 
in Hawaii since 27 persons were killed 
in a crash at Honolulu Airport in 1962.
